(5) Was the said agreement, if made, made 
by the said defendants on behalf of them 
personally ; if not, on whose behalf? Answer 
— On behalf of the Association. ! 

(6) Which part of the moneys remitted 
from the United States and Canada represent 
(a) money remitted in response to the appeals 
sent out in a circular by the Association; 
(b) moneys remitted owing to the appeal made 
personally by plaintiff? Answer — No 
evidence. 

(7) What, in view of all the circumstances 
of the case, was (a) adequate remuneration ; 
(b) and for expenses incurred by the plaintiff 
for the defendants, Answer—£299, in addi- 
tion to all received by and paid to plaintiff. 
(8) Did the committee, in their dealings 
with the plaintiff. act on behalf of the Associa- 
tion? Answer—Yés. 

(9) Had the committee authority to bind the 
Association to remunerate the plaintiff for his 
services and expenses? Answer—Yes. 

His Lordship did. not enter judgment for 
either party, but gave liberty to both sides 
to move for judgment, as they micht be 
advised, up till the second day of next 
sittings.

The hearing of the case of James Larkin 
rersua the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union and others, which was con- 
solidated with the case of Foran and others 
versus Larkin, concluded yesterday, and the 
Master of the Rolls gave judgment against 
Mr. Larkin on most of the points raised and 
ordered him to pay the greater part of the 
costs. ' 


In consequence of an observation made by 
Larkin at the conclusion of the case, the 
Master of the Rolls ordered him out of the 
court, telling him that if he thought he could 
be guilty roe contempt with impunity he was 
making a big mistake. 

THE JUDGMENT. 


gi me observed that he had listened to 
. Larkin with great care and. attention, 
but he regretted to say that Mr. Larkin had 

ven him absolutely no assistance, because 

e seemed to have been so intent on calumuniat- 
ing and villifying every person who was Op- 
posed to him that he had left out of sight 
altogether the real issues of the case, and in 
otder to give a proper jud t in this case 
it was necessary for him (his Lordship) to re- 
call in his mind what issues had been raised. 


the Rolls dealt with the’ first, which was in 
respect of the rules, and said that in the case 
of Foran v. Larkin he decided that the rules 
of 1918 were properly Pas and that, they 
were rules which legally bound the society. 

He had to deal now with the rules of 1993, 
and he must hold, for the same reason as he 
gave in the case of Foran v. Larkin, that 
these rules were properly passed, and would, 
when the proper time came, bind the Union.

This 
application of the funds was not done secretly 
and, in his opinion, having heard all the 
evidence in the case, there was no evidence 
whatever that any member of the Union was 
deprived of any benefit that he was entitled to 
by reason of this political application, 
In regard to the mortality claims. he said 
that it would be unlawful for an officer to pay 
these claims if the member were in arrears 
under the rules, and it occurred to him that 
if Mr. Larkin, who had the interests of the 
working class at heart and had such high 
ideals, had suggested an amendment of the

Mr. Larkin, addressing the Court, alleged 
that these men had fraudulently conspired 
together to hold the funds and assets of this 
Union for their own purpose and advance- 
ment, and, asked for relief.

If necessary, he would go to the 
Privy Council of England—though he never 
recognised the Government of England, and 
never would, Republican as he was; he would 
go there or to any other court to get justice 
and bring his fellow-Republican members with 
him.

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While the provision of houses is the 
clamant neceásity of the hour, it is satisfac- 
tory to be able to record the practical comple- 
tion of a scheme which provides 124 houses 
within a period of fourteen months, although 
the contract allowed twenty-two months for 
the completion of the work. 

Messrs. James Beckett, Ltd., South Dock 
Works, Ringsend, have carried out at Kim- 
mage road a large housing scheme for the 
Rathmines Urban District Council 

The hundred and twenty-four dwellings are 
built in pairs on an airy situation on well- 
drained, good subsoil, and the houses are 
planned in such a way as to best suit the 
aspect, and enable the sun to reach as many 
of the rooms as possible. 

The contractors for the roads are Messrs. 
Fleming Brothers, 25 Eden quay. 

The architect for the scheme is Mr. Edwin 
Bradbury, F.R.ILA.L, 13 South Frederick 
street. 

Mr. Sykes acted as clerk of works, and 
Mr. FE. Kearon contractor's foreman. 

There are six houses of Type A, each having 
living room, scullery, bathroom, w.c., coal- 
house, food cupboard, on the ground floor, 
and two bedrooms on the first floor. 

Six houses of Type B, each having living- 
room, parlour, scullery, coal- house, food cup- 
board, on ground floor; two bedrooms, bath- 
room, and w.c. on first floor. 

Ninety-six hopses of Type C, each having 
living-room, scullery, bathroom, “w.c., .eoal- 
house, food cupboard, on the ground floor, 
three bedrooms upstairs.

Sixteen houses of Type D, each having liv- 
ing-room, parlour, scullery, coal-house, on the 
ground floor; three bedrooms, bathroom, and 
w.c. on first. floor. 

Although bathrooms. are provided, the 
houses are not at present to be fitted either 
with baths or with hot water services. 

In addition to the front entrance, every 
house has a back entrance leading directly 
into the scullery, and, with the exception of 
the six houses of Type B, the internal door 
to the scullery is independent of the living- 
room. 

The construction of the outer walls is con- 
siderably varied, in order to obtain a variety 
in appearance, but in all cases the outer walls 
are built hollow for warmth and dryness. 

Different types of outer wall construction 
are as follow:>—Concrete block with fine 
finish, red brick facing, stock brick facing to 
first floor, cement dashing on concrete blocks 
to upper floor, with red brick quoins through- 
out; concrete blocks cement dashed outside, 
with red brick plwth and quoins, 

The ranges are adapted for the easy intro- 
duction at a future date of hot water boiler, 
etc., and circulating pipes. 

The fire places in the parlour-type houses 
in parlours and bedrooms are of brick of the 
well fire type, and in the bedrooms of the non- 
parlour houses the cast iron mantels are of 
Irish manufacture. 

Most of the houses have cupboards, and all 
rooms have picture rails, to obviate damage 
to plaster work. '

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The photograph shows on the left Type A Houses, and on the right Type C. Another view of the scheme is given below, 


The windows in the largest type of house 
are of timber, the remainder being of steel. 

The roofs are timber, covered with first 
quality Welsh slates. 

The floors of living-rooms, parlours, and 
halls are laid with flooring boards on concrete ; 
sculleries finished concrete, upper floors, 
boards on joists. 

A gas cooker is provided in each house, 
which is also wired for electric lighting. 

The new roads, which have been con- 
structed by Messrs. Fleming - Bros., 25 
Eden quay, Dublin, giving access to the inner 
houses. on the site are 36 feet wide over all, 
the carriage way being 16 feet wide, and five 
feet of the width of the footpaths on either 
side being concrete and the remainder 
gravelled. 

The acreage of the land occupied by the 
present scheme (which is. only a portion of 
the Council’s contemplated complete scheme) 
is about 13 acres, on which area are built 
124 houses, together with roads, whilst a 
large central spafe is left for public recrea- 
tion purposes. 

The contract building cost of each house is 
as follows :— 

Type A, £511 5s. 10d. 

Type B, £602 4s. 9d. 

Type C, from £536 15s. to £575, according 
to. aspect and finish of exterior walls, 

Type D, £684 3s. 5d. 

The total cost of the houses, including pur- 
chase of land, construction of roads, sewers, 
and water mains, fencing to plots, fees, etc., 
amounts to a little over £731 per house aver- 
age.

Since the end of the Great War the 
French Government has been sowing the 


wind of financial folly, and now it is 


months the value of the franc has been 
falling steadily. On Tuesday it was 
quoted at the rate of 105 to the pound 
sterling, and yesterday it closed, after 
many nervous fluctuations, at 103. 
Naturally, blame for this condition of 
affairs is being laid chiefly at the door 
of Germany, but Britain also is being 
accused of some mysterious machinations 
to depress the value of the franc, The 
downward movement, however, started in 
Paris, and London and New York did not 
begin to get rid of their franc holdings 
until it was well under weigh, M. Poin- 
aré, recognising the dangers of further 
falls in the value of the franc, is making 
.strenuous efforts to check the panic, and 
after a great. struggles he succeeded in 
securing a majority in the Chamber of 
Deputies for. his proposal to increase 
taxation’ by twenty per cent. There is a

France was too 
confident of her own powers of resistance, 
She banked her hopes on German repara- 
tions, and did not dare to tax her 
people as they ought to have been taxed. 
Her currency stood the strain for a long 
time, ‘but the crash was inevitable, If 
the Ruhr adventure had yielded the 
golden harvest that was predicted by M. 
Poincaré, the crisis might have been post- 
poned for another two or three years; but 
the laws of finance are far more rigid 
than the laws of the Medes and Persians. 
Paris is in a condition of financial hysteria, 
and M. Poincaré will find some difficulty 
“in securing his majority when his finan- 
cia] proposals come before the Senate. 
The French people are notoriously fickle 
where politicians are’ concerned, and 
already there are doubts that M. Poin- 
caré will be able to remain in office until 
the general elections in May. 

The Paris Press is preparing to publish 
the Premier’s political obituary, and 
speculation concerning his successor is 
rife... There is no Leader of the 
Opposition in France, and “any one of 
a dozen men might be asked by M. 
-Millerand to form a Government. if M. 
Poincaré should fall. Once more the 
thoughts of France are turning to the 
‘man ‘who saved her so often in the past, 
and the name of Georges Clemenceau is 
on everybody's: lips. This wonderful: old 
man is watching developments from his 
retreat in La Vendée, and, although he is 
eighty-three years of age, the voice that 
has called him many times since the days 
of the Commune is not likely to be 
ignored while there is breath in his body. 
Pere la Victoire has a legendary reputa- 
tion in France, and, if any man can 
steady the nation’s nerves and save the 
currency, Georges Clemenceau is that 
man. Of course, his age is against him, 
and many people are inclined to believe 
that, if he were called to office, he would 
become merely the mouthpiece of clever 
politicians like M, André Tardieu and 
M. Mandel. Besides, there are others 
who have a claim to consideration. M. 
Klotz, M. Loucheur and M. Barthou have 
great influence in both Houses, and any 
one of them could form a passable Govern- 
ment. In the meanwhile, ‘however, M. 
Poincaré is still in office, and he is not 
the man to throw up the sponge while 
there is the slightest chance of his ulti- 
mate .victory, Nevertheless, he is com- 
mitted deeply to his present policy at 
home and abroad, and it is probable that, 
if France is to be extricated from her 
gathering troubles, she must find a new 
leader. 


Reform in Turkey, 


East. and West have met with a 
vengeante in the new Turkey, where the 
most advanced reforms of modern civilisa- 
tion find themselves in conflict with the 
mentality of Islam and the conservative 
traditions of a bucolic race. In some 
cases the Turk has accepted without ques- 
tion innovations that are still too daring 
for Britain or the United States. The 
latest marriage regulations in Constan- 
tinople, for instance, demand certificates 
of physical fitness from all persons who 
desire to marry. The man and woman 
must appear before the village headman, 
who will send them to the doctor, and, if 
the doctor’s report is not satisfactory, 
the municipal authorities will forbid the 
banns. On the other hand, stubborn 
resistance is being offered to changes 
which Western society adopted two 
thousand years ago. The dominant issue 
in Turkey to-day is the maintenance or 
abolition of polygamy. The women of 
Constantinople are the prime movers in 
the campaign for abolition, During recent 
years many of them have broken the 
tighter bonds of the harem and have 
claimed an influence in public affairs. 
Their goal is nothing less than the com- 
plete freedom and equality which most of 
their Western sisters enjoy, and they 
realise that the chief obstacle to full 
emancipation is the ancient institution of 
polygamy. The issue was joined this 
week upon the Family Rights Bill, which 
has been introduced in the Assembly at 
Angora. It accepts polygamy, and for 
that reason all the liberal forces in Turkey 
are being organised” against it. Only 
among the educated classes, however, do 
any questions of idealism enter into the 
matter, and, apparently, the conflict is 
almost entirely devoid of odiwm theologicum., 
Economic arguments will. prevail with the 
mass of the Turkish people. The towns, 
as a whole, want to get rid of polygamy 
and the agricultural classes wish to retain 
it. In Constantinople and the larger 
towns polygamy has been going out of 
fashion during recent years on account of 
the increased cost of living. The city 
Turk of moderate means finds to-day that 
he simply cannot afford to support more 
wives than one, and, in practice, modern 
polygamy usually implies not more than 
two. Unfortunately, the very same. argu- 
ment—the increasing ‘cost of living—seems 
to strengthen the case for polygamy among 
the agricultural classes, .since to the 
peasant every additional wife is another 
unpaid servant and, therefore, a direct 
source of profit. Peasants form the 
majority of the nation, and, of course, the 
Conservative leaders at Constantinople 
and Angora will rally the rural deputies 
to the defence of the Family Rights Bill. 
The women of Constantinople and their 
supporters will be able to organise a 
powerful resistance; but well-informed 
observers, like the Constantinople Corre- 
spondent of The Times, are disposed to 
‘think that, as a résult of the Parlia- 
entary conflict, polygamy “will. remain 
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Canadian cattle. The Union protested 
against the entry, as stores, of Canadian 
animals which could be promoted to the 
status of fat cattle by twenty-eight days’ 
additional feeding. The meeting decided 
to appoint a sub-committee which will 
consider the feasibility of importing cattle 
for the devastated areas. In Cheshire, 
where the dairy industry has received a 
heavy blow, farmers still appear to be 
dallying with the idea of re-stocking from 
Canada, in spite of the Minister of Agri- 
culture’s definite veto a fortnight ago. 
Now that the dockers’ strike has been 
settled and norma] transport arrangements 
are about to be restored, there will be a 
big. demand in England for cattle from 
the Irish Free State. The meeting of the 
Irish Cattle-traders’ and Stock-owners’ 
Association yesterday threw timely light 
on the question of the transport of such 
cattle. Mr. John P. Cuffe, the chairman, 
deplored the fact that Irish meat de- 
preciates in value between the home farm 
and the English market. Indeed, the 
price often falls below that of Canadian 
or English meat, and the consequent loss 
is serious. Bad transport arrangements 
are not entirely responsible for this un- 
satisfactory state of affairs. When the 
cattle are moved they are frequently the 
victims of so much ill-treatment that the 
President of the Glasgow Cattle-traders’ 
Association described them, on arrival, as 
‘beaten inside out.” Better supervision 
is required in the interests alike of ordi- 
nary humanity and of an industry that 
is vital to our country’s welfare. 


Postal Services. 


An Australian, writing in the Daily 
Telegraph, praises English postal arrange- 
ments to the skies—in contrast with those 
of his own country. The Australians 
are not, like Mr, Heep, “’umble” about 
their virtues and achievements; and an 
acknowledgment of inferiority must be 
inspired by ‘very real defects. Since 
the federation, says this writer, the 
postal service has deteriorated vastly 
and has been made to conform with 
the worst system previously in use. 
There has been “a steady curtailment of 
the privileges of the public and a steady 
enhancement of the privileges. of the 
official.”” He thinks that it would be 
hard to find another system which shows

whom it serves. Perhaps, our Australian 
visit the Free State before he 
returns “down under.”

LUXOR TOMB. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND 
MR. CARTER, 


From “Tae Toes” Corresronpent. 
CAIRO, Wednesday. 

The Mokattam this evening states that Mr 
Howard Carter’s lawyer this morning applied 
to the Mixed Courts for a writ restraining the 
Egyptian Government from entering the tomb. 
The application will be heard.on Saturday. 

An order of the Ministry of Public Works, 
signed this afternoon, states :—‘ Considering 
that, on February 13, Mr. Carter interrupted 
the execution of the programme of work agreed 
to, by closing down the tomb, and publicly 
declaring that further work was impossible, 
and when on February 18 he was formally in- 
vited to resume work, he declined, and pro- 
posed unjustifiable and unacceptable cond- 
tions ; 

Considering that the abandonment of the 
work and the closing of the tomb constitute a 
grave infraction of Mr. Carter’s obligations, 
and considering that Article 13 of the authori- 
sation of 1915 empowers the Government to 
cancel the contract by reason of any infraction 
by the Permittee, and seeing that the cancella- 
tion is all the more urgent because Mr. Carter, 
in his letter of February ó denied the Govern- 
ment’s rights in the antiquities discovered ; 

Therefore,- Mr. Carter's authority for ex- 
cavation is declared to be cancelled, and the 
Director-General of Antiquities is ordered to 
“or the tomb, and resume work at the 
earliest possible moment. 

The Siassa says that Mr. Carter has in- 
stituted a second lawsuit in the Civil Chamber 
of the Mixed Court, asking for an order 
against the Minister of Public Works, to allow 
him (Mr. Carter) to enter the tomb and re- 
sume work, and share equally the discoveries, 
in accordance with Article 11 of the Antiqui- 


ties Ordnance. 
CAIRO, Wednesday. 

The Egyptian Government has cancelled the 
licence granted to Almina Countess of Car- 
narvon in regard to the tomb of Tut-ankh- 
Amen. | : 

The Minister of Public Works declared in 

a statement to Reuter’s Correspondent that 
Mr. Howard Carter's telegram. yesterday 
made a compromise impossible, and in the 
presence of such an attitude the Ministry had 
no alternative but to take the course decided 
on to-day. The Minister added that Mr. 
Carter had started proceedings, and the first 
hearing of the case would be on February 23. 
; Mr. Carter, he said, is claiming 50 cent. 
of the treasures, which, the Minister declared, 
is totally contrary to the agreement of the 
Director-General of yey ra The authorisa- 
tion accorded to Lady arvon on July 12, 
1923, and expiring on November 24, 1924, is 
hereby cancelled, - The Director-General of 
Antiquities has been charged with the execu- 
tion of this order. He will immediately pro- 
ceed with the re-opening of the tomb, the 
laboratories, and other - dépéts, and take 
urgent measures to saf and preserve 
the antiquities.—(Reuter.

OBITUARY. 


DR. JOHN WILLIAM MULLEN. 


The death took place at Salford, on Sunday 
last, of Dr. John William Mullen, who was a 
son of the late Mr. Ben Mullen, of Dublin. 

The Manchester Guardian, in an apprecia- 
tive notice of the late Dr. Mullen, says :— 
“Dr. Mullen held the position of Medical 
Superintendent of the Salford Corporation 
Hospitals for 43 years. He was born in Dub- 
lin, and was educated at Bective College. After 
qualifying both in the Royal. College of Sur- 
geons and the Royal College of Physicians, 
Ireland, he was appointed at the age of 24 to 
take charge of the Wilton Fever Hospital, 
Cross.

The 
Burns-Laird Company, however, are still send- 
ing goods and passengers from the North 
Wall to Heysham. 

In Dublin the dockers are members of the 
Irish Transport Union, but at ports such as 
Galway, aterford, Dundalk, Drogheda, 
Newry, Belfast, Londonderry, Coleraine, New 
Ross and Greenore, where the dockers are 
members of the Amalgamated Transport 
Union, an English organisation, the loading 
and discharge of cross-Channel boats is at a 
standstill. 

The Irish Secretary, Mr. Hart, in the 
course of a statement to an Jrish Times re- 
presentative yesterday, stated that the men 
at the Irish porte controlled by his Union 
had loyally obeyed his order. The number of

A eo of the East Leinster Electricity 
Supply Bill was lodged in the Private Bill

The. ceport states that the destruction of 
the Dixmude was caused by lightning, and 
that, therefore, no one was responsible for its 
actual loss. The date of the departure of the 
airship is declared to have been the most 
favourable of the whole year for crossing the 
Sahara, and the most favourable of the whole 
winter for passing over the Mediterranean. 
The material condition of the Dixmude and 
her. airworthiness, the report states, were 
beyond criticism, but the arrangements for 
her temporary landing, and the renewal of 
her petrol supplies in Northern Africa, were 
inadequate.—(Reuter.)

NEW OIL PROCESS.

72 PER CENT. OF PETROL 
EXTRACTED. 


(From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

I understand that the British Government 
has obtained the patent rights for Great 
Britain for a new process for treating the 
residue of crude oil, which, it is claimed, will 
greatly increase the world supply of petrol. 
The inventor, Mr. Edward Fuller Heath, who 
is an Englishman, has been for several 
months in an experimental factory near Lon- 
don extracting 62 per cent. of petrol in one 
run from the residue under a temperature of 
212 degrees with his chemical treatment and 
application of high and low tension electricity. 

The petrol, it is asserted, is water-white 
and graded as No. 1. An additional 10 per 
cent. of petrol was obtained in a second run. 
The process is said to be highly profitable. 

The American rights of the new process 
have been obtained by Mr. William H. 
Stevenson, of the American Traders’ Cor- 
poration, Chicago, who asserts that the pro- 
cess will revolutionise the oil industry. 

In the process used up to the present only 
about 25 per cent. of petrol is obtained from 
the residue.

A DIRECT DEVELOPMENT OF 
ROMANTICISM, 


Bolshevism and all the confusions of the 
resent age haye grown. directly out of the 
ethronement of authority and the crowning 
of individualism in its place. 

Such .was the view expressed by 
Mademoiselle M’Larney, Lecturer of the Cours 
Valton, Paris, who delivered a lecture in 
French yesterday at the Hall, 18 Lower 
Leeson street, Dublin. Her subject was— 
' Les Romantiques francais du XIX. sitele.”’ 

Romanticism, she said, was individualism. 
It wrought havoc in the years after the French 
Revolution. It had its source in Jean Jacques 
Rousseau, arid its curve was from Rousseau to 
Renaud. The philosophy contained in the 
doctrines of the Romantics led straight to 
anarchy and confusion, first in ideas and then 
in practice. In reality it was a new ee. ar 
which was offered to France, a complete 
reversal of all Catholic ideas and ideals, which 
produced in the end the Positivism ef Auguste 
Coute. 

The lecturer traced the effects of this in- 
dividualism from Robespierre and Danton to 
Lenin and Trotsky. She spoke of Madame de 
Sta#l and Victor Hugo, whose philosophy 
showed a.worship of man and an utter in- 
comprehension of the meaning of life itself. 

The lecture was delivered under the auspices 
of the Central Catholic Library, which will 
be rewpened shortly, and which at present 
contains in its foreign section close on a 
thousand books in the French lanquage.

That they were able to deal with the 
strike situation created by the arbitrary 
action of those who vefused them the right 
to carry on their trade unmolested might be 
attributed to the united front presented by 
the trade as a whole, who were inoroughly 
roused in the defence of their rights, a 
were determined to put an end to a state of 
affairs at the port which was slowly but 
surely strangling the live stock láir. 
There was no doubt about it that the action 
oí the Emergency Committee brought things 
to a head which resulted in the early re- 
sumption of the trade of the port. The 
scattered efforts of individual associations to 
cope with that or any other emergency would 
have been utterly futile, and- he thought that 
this was fully realised when they were 
brought together by the Emergency Com- 
mittee with a view to joint action. 

CATTLE DISEASE. 

The foot-and-mouth disease outbreak in 
Great Britain had sorely exercised the trade. 
Apart altogether from the heavy financial) loss 
involved by the compulsory slaughter of their 
animals at British landing places without 
compensation, there was the complete cessa- 
tion of business in stores between this country 
and England until the outbreak gave “ome 
signs of abating and specified areas were de- 
clared free of the disease. The harshness of 
the embargo placed by the British authorities 
on Irish cattle could not be gainsaid when 
it was remembered that in no instance was 
the disease traced to animals from this 
country, and the unholy haste with which the 
charge of infection was levelled at their herds 
and restrictions imposed upon them would 
seem to indicate that they had something 
more than the incompetence of the officialdom 
of Whitehall to contend with—a definite hos- 
tility amongst a section of the British Press, 
public and vested interests. 

Thanks were due to their Secretary, Mr. 
MacAvin, for the vigorous manner in which 
he used his pen in the Press on both sides 
of the Channel in refutation of there malicious 
statements, and for his exceptionally good 
work in the conduct of the affairs of the 
Association. In that connection, mention 
should be made of the excellent regulations 
introduced by their Minister of Agriculture 
(Mr. Hogan) just prior to this~ outbreak, 
whereby cattle might be traced to their 
place of origin with the least possible delay. 
The wisdom and foresight of these“ regula- 
tions. which at the timo created a certain 
amount of grumbling in the trade, had been 
fully justified by subsequent events, for, as a 
result, it was possible within three days to 
trace every animal which left this country 
immediately prior to the outbreak to their 
place of origin, and to establish a clean bill of 
health, which enabled their Minister at 
Agriculture to give the necessary assurance 
to the British authorities, with a view to 
having the embargo removed. It was due to 
Mr.Hogan to express the appreciation of the 
trade on the efficiency, and thorughly live 
character of his department. 
ably found him alert and ready to. afford 
help in endeavouring to bring the British agr’. 
cultural authorities to a sense of sweet rea- 
sonableness. 

ILL-TREATED CATTLE. 

There was another matter, in which the 
remedy lay in their own hands, Recently a 
representative deputation of crogs-Channel 
buyers visited this country, with & view to 
impressing on the trade the deplorable: state 
in which their live stock reaches the other 
side, and the consequent harmful effect that 
this was having on the Irish trade. The

British or Canadian meat. 

The existing excessive railway rates and 
shipping freights had already been engaging 
the attention of their Committee, who had 
ulveady made overtures to the different’ rail- 
way and shipping companies, with a view to 
having their charges at least brought into line 
with those existing on cross-Channe] services. 
The present rates in Ireland, bearing as they 
did especially heavy on the: live stock in- 
dustry, had no justification now that abnormal 
tactors were absent, and it was at least ex- 
pected in the trade that the carrying com- 
panies would have voluntarily followed the 
lead of the Great Northern Railway Company 
in that respect. Jt was evident, however, 
that other pressure would have to be brought 
to bear on them before they might hope to 
see any relief from the present burdensome 
rates, and their Committee proposed to apply 
that pressure. A 

ONE CENTRAL ORGANISATION. 

In conclusion, the Chairman said that the 
shipping companies had not treated the cattle 
traders of Ireland fairly. They had been 
looking for reductions in wages, but they 
had given the trade of Ireland no relief, He 
impressed on them the importance of getting 
the relief. He went on to say that the time 
was not far distant when thev should have 
one central organisation to link up the Ex: 
porters’ Association, the Cattle Traders’ 
‘Association and the Farmers’ Assyciation. It 
should be one consolidated trade union 
organisation. Otherwise they would not be 
able to do anything for themselves. He 
moved the adoption of the annual report. . 

Mr. W. Field seconded the motion. He 
had been advocating a Federation of cattle 
traders’ associations. The humane, safe and 
speedy transit of live stock was ona of the 
most important matters that could be taken 
up by that Association. The Joss at present 
amounted to more than half a million per 
annum. :

With regard to pecs ctive legislation, 
witness ‘agreed with the Chairman that there 
should be no extensive alteration in the 
English Act, particularly: as a reciprocal 
arrangement was desirable between’ Irieh and 
English companies. If English companies 
withdrew from Ireland, there were sufficient 
Irish companies and Irishmen with experience 
of insurance business to carry on. 

The amalgamation of small, struggling Irish 
Societies would be desirable. rish com- 
panies found it difficult to raise capital, .be- 
cause the Irish: people, as compared with the 
English people, were sceptical about the 
advantages of insurance. 

Mr. P. J: Boyle gave evidence on behalf 
of the National Amalgamated -Union of Life 
Insurance Workérs, and said the law could 
not be stringent enough in prohibiting the 
transfer of policies, which he described as 
an immoral practice. atte

‘QUESTIONS. 
RUSSIA’S DEBTS. \ 

Mr. Osmond Grattan Esmonde asked the 
Minister for External Affairs whether Saorstat 
Eireann was entitled to a share in the debt of 
,000,000 contracted’ by former Russian 
Governments. with the late United Kingdom ; 
and whether the British Prime Minister had 
consulted the Irish Government before taking 
the gieve. step of recognising the Government 
of the Union of Soviet Republics. 

Mr. Fitzgerald: said that, to the extent to 
which the debt contracted by former Russian 
Governments with the late United Kingdom 
was purt’of the assets of the United Kingdom 
at the date of the Treaty, it may be a subject 
of the set-off and counter-claims mentioned in 
Article 5 of the Treaty.

Major Bryan Cooper—May I ask if the 
Minister is aware that it is extremely difficult 
to-get money out of any Republic? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Estnonde asked the Minister if he could 
assure. the House that these loans. in which, 
under Article 5 of the Treaty, they had ap- 
parently some ‘interest, would be cancelled 
without previous consultation with the Free 
State Government. : 

Mr. Fitzgerald—I have already answered 
that question. The deputy may rest assured 
that anything involving money will be closely 
watched by this Government. (Laughter.) 


AUDITOR-GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Major Bryan Cooper asked the President 
whether, in view of the fact that on December 
12th, 1923, he expressed the hope that the 
report of the Comptroller and Anditor-General 
would be presented before 3lst January, 1924, 
and the Public Accounts Committee, as pro- 
vided for in the Standing Orders, would then 
be appointed, he was now in a position to 
state when this report would be presented, 
and when the Public Accounts Committee 
would be appointed. 

President Cosgrave said that the rendering 
of accounts had been delayed by the circum- 
atances mentioned by him in his reply of 
December 12th.

It was 
proposed that the necessary steps for the 
appointment of a Public Accounts Committee 
should be taken on the receipt of the report.

Mr. D. McCarthy moved the issue of a 
writ for the election of a member to fill the 
vacancy .in South Dublin City, created by 
the death of Mr. Philip Cosgrave.

Mr. Thomas Johnson moved an amendment 
to the effect that the motion should also 
include a writ for the election of a member 
for the County of Dublin, in the room of 
the late Mr. Derham.

Guilds and. the prices tendered by 
builders did not make out a case that there 
had been abnormal profits by builders. 

They were agreed that these prices ought 
to be brought down. Even if the Building 
Guilds might, not have been able to make any 
favourable comparison with builders it could 
not be exclu from their consideration that 
the builders had an opportunity of organisiny 
their husiness and had a greater number of 
years of ‘experience in comparison with the 
Guilds. » The. percentage of difference in the 
price of the houses built by the builders might 
not “show abnérmal profits,. The comparison 
was against the. Building Guilds. e was 
satisfied that a little more attention and a 
little more application on the part of Ruilding 
Galide might have produced much better re- 
sults. 


: PENALTIES.

‘PUBLIC SAFETY BILL. 


FACTS AND FIGURES. 


Mr. O’Higgins, Minister for Home Afiairs, 
moved the second reading of the Public Safety 
(Punishment of Offences) Temporary Bill. The 
Public Safety Bill, which was passed last 
year, expi on the óisí January, and this 
new measure, he said, was necessary to meet 
the crimes. that were being committed. It 
would provide special punishment for par- 
ticular offences. 

When it was said that there did not exist 
a situation that called for a measure of this 
kind, he felt compelled to give some figures. 
There were 545 offences reported to the Civic 
Guard in the month of January. It would 
be recognised that many offences were com- 
mitted about which the Civic Guard 
did not hear. It would be too much 
to expect that the police should 


committed within their area. He would be 
sorry to regard the situation as an ordinary 
one. It was not so; but he was not pre- 
pared to accept the view that it was a situa- 
tion which would justify him in refraining 
from asking the House to renew the late 
Public Safety Bill. 

Sub-section 4 of Section 1 of this bill pre- 
scribed the penalty of flogging for arson and 
robbery under arms. Deputy Johnson on a 
former occasion branded this section as re- 
volting and reactionary. He (Mr. O’ Higgins) 
could not improve upon what he had said 
on the last occasion in defence of this pro- 
vision. On the morning of the 13th July last, 
about 3 o'clock, when he rose to speak most 
of the Deputies were asleep—-. 

Mr, Johnson—No, no. 


LASH IN HAND. 


Mr. O'Higgins said that his opinion on the 
snbject since the 13th of July Fs pow changed. 
He was more than ever convinced that Societ 
mast meet the armed criminals lash in hand. 
He was told that this form of punishment 
was ignominious, It was intended to be 
ignomtnious. It was the deliberate policy of 
the Ministry to stigmatise this crime as a 
cowardly and disgraceful crime, and to re- 
move the halo from the head of the man who 
went out with a gun to rob his neighbour. 

With regard to Section 2, he felt that it 
was still necessary to ask for the continuance 
of the power of seizing cattle which were 
found in wanton and deliberate trespass— 
that form of organised robbery which con- 
sisted in depriving a person of the full use 
and enjoyment of his land. That form of 
crime was still not uncommon in the country. 
If the operation of the Land Act was not to 
become impossible, the Government must re- 
heve peop e's minds of any idea that they 
could stake a claim by methods of violence 
and illegality. 

Within recent months the more spectacular 
aspect of rounding up cattle and taking them 
elsewhere and selling them had largely ceased. 
It had become more and more a matter of 
holding trespassing stock to ransom, and allow- 
ing the owner to redeem them on payment of 
& fine sufficiently large to act as a deterrent 
against future breaches. 

Sections 3 and 4 were transplanted literally 
from the expired Act and dealt with the 
restitution of stolen property. Other sections 
dealt with property that had actually been 
stolen and the proceeds of stolen property. 
Money might be stolen from a bank or from 
some other ogg and converted into land, 
and, similarly, chattel property might be 
stolen and converted into money, and lodged 
to an account in a bank. It would not be 
easy to deal with transactions of that kind, 
but without the power which would be given 
in this bill it would be utterly impossible to 
deal with them. 


APPLIED SUCCESSFULLY. 

The powers given under the Public Safety 
Act had been successfully used in some few 
cases, and it was advisable to renew them 
so that the Executive might be able to do 
something towards compelling evil-doers to 
shell out their gains. 

Section 8 also figured in the Public Safety 
Act. In view of what had happened in 
County Kerry, when certain prisoners were 
almost mobbed and assaulted on the public 
streets, he thorght there should be no fur- 
ther criticism of the power to change venue. 
It would not be contended in the case he 
referred to that an impartial trial could be 
obtaineed in the county where the crime was 
committed. There would always be cases 
concerning which local passion and local pre- 
nue would run so high that it would 

ome desirable to remove the case for trial 
away from that heated atmosphere to where 
it could be tried by jurymen not subject to 
the same influences. Nothing in the remain- 
ing clauses of the bill called for comment. 

It was proposed that the measure should 
continue in force for a year and then expire. 
There was little to be gained by applying for 
a six months’ lease for it. The country was 
still suffering from the aftermath of revolu- 
tion. He sincerely hoped, however, that it 
would not be necessary at the end of the 
year to apply for a renewal of the special 
powers. 

Mr. Johnson said that he opposed the 
second reading on the general grounds that 
no case had been made to justify another 
emergency bill, and that some provisions in 
the bill were objectionable, no matter whom 
they were intended to affect. Before they 
were asked to pass emergency legislation to 
take the place of the ordinary criminal law, 
the Dail ought to be informed where the 
ordinary law had failed, and why, and 
whether the conditions leading to failure still 
continued. His contention was that any 
diminution of these crimes that was not due 
to the discontinuance of the policy of armed 
resistance to the Government was due to 
increased efficiency of the forces of law, and 
not to an increase in the measure of punish- 
ment that could be inflicted. The latter was 
not an effective deterrent. 

He believed that it was a bad principle 
to say that wrong-doing should be met by 
vengeance wreaked on the flesh and the 
nerves of the offender. The infliction of such 
punishment was degrading, not to the 
offender; but to the State. He was not con- 
vinced that ‘it was necessary to go outside 
the ordinary law, and he intended to vote 
against the bill, and make a protest against 
it at every opportunity. 


REVOLTING OUTRAGES. 


Mr. Woulfe said that those who lived in 
the country knew well that there were gangs 
of ruffians working in with one another who 
had not been brought to. justice. A great 
many cases of a very revolting character were 
occurring that were not reported because the 
people concerned did not like to come for- 
ward. Ireland was not now the place that 
was described by Moore in his poem, ‘ Rich 
and Rare.”” He would support the bill in 
every possible way because of what he knew 
was occurring. 

Mr. Baxter said that he agreed with the 
last speaker as to what was occurring, but 
he was not convinced that, as regards punish 
ment, the ordinary law was not adequate. 

The debate was adjourned till to-morrow, 
aud at 7.50 the Dail proceeded to other 


business.

any loss suffered. 

Meanwhile, the revolutionaries remained in 
possession and continued to work the. 
creaineries. The farmers who declined to’ 
supply them. were subjected to intimidation 
of all kinds. Night raids were made on 
their premises, their separators were broken 
and their utensils smashed. The question 
might be asked: “ Was this an ‘Irregular’ 
movement !”’ His view was that it was 
connected with the “Trregulars’’ or Re- 
publicans. The drivers of the-lorries were 
supplied with fuel from barracks under the 
command of the ‘Irregulars.”” Some 
‘‘Irregulars’’ repudiated this movement; 
some ‘‘ lrregulars’’ were quite willing to assist 
any movement which was interfering with 
the Government. If they did not give it 
their active support, they gave it tacit sup- 
port. The lives of those connected with the 
farmers during this period had been 
threatened and attempted. A serious attempt 
had been made on his own life. 

The Government insisted that the farmers 
should pay rates and taxes.. Thenthe Govern- 
ment was under an obligation to protect 
them as citizens; and he maintained that if 
they could not do so it was of moral right 
that the farmers claimed compensation for the 
losses they had suffered. 


RELYING ON PROMISE. 


Mr. Wilson seconded, and said that the 
farmers had acted in the way they did on the 
strength of, the promise made by a Minister. 
They had suffered loss, and it was unfair to 
say that they must pay land annuities and local 
taxation, which they were unable to do by 
reason of their losses. 

Mr. Johnson said that if the farmers had 
continued to supply milk to the factory, and 
accepted the proposal that an account of the 
operations should be rendered, it would have 
been better for both farmers and operatives. 
The use of the term Red Flag by Deputy Wil- 
son did not frighten him. Tt had a respect- 
able history, notwithstanding the jibes. The 
other flag that Deputy Wilson would sail 
under had at one time equally had epithets 
applied to it, and possibly the Red Flag would 
become respectable some day. There was 
something to be said for the motion, and he 
should support it. y 

Mr... Lyons said that he felt sure: that the 
Government had no intention. to give. com- 
pensation to the farmers, who had an oppor- 
tunity at the time of settling with their work- 
men. 

Mr. P. McKenna said that he disagreed 
with the leader of the Labour Party in what 
he had said about the Red Flag. The persons 
who raised that flag were out to make trouble 
for the Government. He had a strong ‘objec- 
tion -to any citizen in the State leading a 
number of men to smash machinery and to 
destroy industry. Such tactics should be put 
down with a strong hand. 

President Cosgrave said that the Damage to 
Property Act laid down the conditions upon 
which compensation could be paid. Nine 
months after that Act was passed it was 
somewhat disappointing that a case should be 
made for a small section of the community, 
as in this case, which the Act did not cover. 
These people could not be compensated for 
consequential losses: It was said that these 
farmers would not pay their annuities. 

Mr. Heffernan—They do not say that they 
will not pay, but that they cannot pay. 

President Cosgrave said that he had been 
hearing that statement for a long time, but 
he discounted it: The people for whom Mr. 
Heffernan spoke had suffered much less than a 
lot of other people. ere was, for instance, 
the case of the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company, which had lost three- 
quarters of a million that year. It got no 
compensation, and widows and orphans 
suffered thereby. The Government were not 
in a position to compensate a large number 
of people who, had suffered in the struggle. 
In the circumstances, it would be impossble 
for him to agree to the motion:

Mr. Corish, referring +o allusions to the
